Dr. Miron Cristea, patriarch of 
the Rumanian orthodox church, is 
the new Premier and he will rule 
without a Parliament by decree 
until a new Constitution is promul- 
gated. He is 68 years old. 

Four Sweeping Decrees. 

He acted quickly on taking the 
oath of fealty to the King with 
four sweeping decrees which: 

1. Named military garrison com- 
mandants of large cities as pre- 
fects of their districts. 

2. Made nationwide a “state of 
siege,” by which persons charged 
with serious crimes may be tried 
before military court. (Bucharest 
and other larger cities have been 
under such “siege” for a number cf 
years.) 

3. Postponed indefinitely Cham- 
ber and Senate elections, set 
March. . 

4. Ordered higher offi 
villages to call assemblies f 
naming of mayors and two 
ants to each mayor. ;

One section of the population 
hailed the Cabinet’s intention to 
Lreaffirm friendship for France and 
England as a step to help clear 
the international horizon.

Policeman and Wife Testify 
She Acted Strangely Month 
Before Holdup Killing. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 11.—The 
parents and grandmother of Mrs. 
Ethel (Bunny) Sohl, 20 years old, 
testified today that she acted so 
strangely a month before the Kill- 
ing of William Barhorst they 
sought to have her “pickea up” by 
police and confined. 

Their testimony was given at the 
murder trial of Mrs. Sohl and 18- 
year-old Genevieve Owens over ob- 
jections of the State that no basis 
for an “insanity defense had been 
established. The two girls are 
charged with killing Barhorst, a 
bus driver, in a holdup. 

From the witness stand yester- 
day, Mrs. Sohl ascribed her crime 
career to her smoking of mariju- 
ana cigarettes which she said made 
“wrong things seem right.” 

Her mother, her patrolman fa- 
ther, Frank Strouse, and her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Marie Rammella, all 
testified -Mrs. Sohl began to act 
“restless and strange” last Novem- 
ber—the time when, the girl had 
testified, she began to smoke mari- 
juana. 

Mrs. Sohl told the jury yesterday 
of killing Barhorst with a sawed- 
off rifle. The girls obtained $2.10 
in the holdup. 

Rounding out her insanity de- 
fense will be testimony of Dr. James 
A. Munch of Temple University, 
Philadeiphia, a noted toxicologist, 
and other authorities on the ef- 
fects of marijuana. Her attorney, 
Gerald McLaughlin, contended 
smoking of marijuana cigarettes 
rendered her “incapable of commit- 
ting a crime.” 

Miss Owens’ defense, to follow, 
was expected to carry the trial into 
a second week. Common Pleas 
Judge Daniel J. Brennan said he 
would hold court tomorrow, Lin- 
coln’s birthday. 

Prosecutor William A. Wachen- 
feld has demanded the death pen- 
alty for both defendants.

A new order authorizing Limerick 
to examine the safety deposit box 
at Boatmen’s National Bank 
in which the Price estate assets 
were kept was entered today by 
Probate Judge A. Evan Hughes. 
Julius Drucker, appearing as at- 
torney for Nulsen, consented to the 
order. Counsel for the bank previ- 
ously had denied Limerick access to 
the box because Nulsen had not 
given his consent. Limerick said 
he would probably examine tne box 
Monday. 

Prior to Nulsen’s ouster as guar- 
dian, last October, he informed the 
Probate Court that the estate would 
becomeinsolvent on payment of an 
allowed claim to the Glenwood San- 
itarium in Webster Groves. The 
sanitarium’s claim, for $15,131, was 
for care of Price from 1931 until 
May of last year. Price is still a 
patient there, but the claim has not 
been ‘paid.

Britain, Conn., charged with 
conspiracy and using the mails to 
defraud, went to a U. S. District 
Court jury at 12:15 p. m. today up- 
on completion of Justice Willis Van 
Devanter’s charge. 

Justice Van Deventer worked un- 
til 4 a. m. today studying and cor- 
relating evidence presented during 
the long and involved trial of the 
five men, The Government charged 
the defendants participated in 
scores of swindles centering in 
Reno, Nev., and totaling at least 
$2,500,000. : | 

As Justice Van evanter started 
his charge to the jury, court at- 
tendants closed doors to the court- 
room, and no one was permitted 
to enter or leave until he complet- 
ed his remarks. 

Justice Van bevanter’s Charge. 

Justice Van Devanter’s charge, in 
part, follows: 

“The evidence indicates that 24 
separate individuals were swindled. 
. « » While the swindles were start- 
ed at various places, widely sepa- 
rated, all, save one, were com- 
pleted at Reno, Nevada. The ex- 
cepted one was so nearly completed 
at Reno that little remained to be 
done afterward. : 

“There was a similarity in all the 
swindling, and this similarity was 
so great as to be strongly indica- 
tive of a real connection between 
the several swindles. . . In all in- 
stances the victim was induced to 
convert his stocks, bonds, drafts or 
checks into cash at the Riverside 
Bank in Reno, notwithstanding the 
presence of other well recognized 
banks in that ctiy. 

“There was evidence strongly in- 
fers that the several so-called 
separdte swindling transactions 
were conducted substantially as if 
all were brought about by a single 
controlling mind, or pursuant to a 
common understanding. 

As to Graham and McKay. 

“The evidence shows that the de- 
fendants William J. Graham and 
James C. McKay were during all 
of this period residents of Reno, 
and jointly engaged in the conduct 
of large gambling establishments; 
that they had theretofore been én- 
gaged in that business, both with 
and without a local license; also 
that they had theretofore been en- 
gaged in the related business of 
dispensing and selling intoxicating 
liquors, both contrary to law and 
under the law. 

“There is testimony by some of 
the swindlers tending to show that 
the defendants Graham and McKay 
were the recipients of benefits from 
the swindling... . 

“This evidence, when it is all con- 
sidered, appears to the court as 
tending to show that the defend- 
ants, Graham and McKay, were 
holding themselves out at Reno as 
prepared and willing to assist in 
the consummation of swindles by 
confidence men, were in effect, in- 
viting members of that class to 
bring their victims to that place 
for the completion of their respec- 
tive swindles, and were living up 
to all that was implied in this in- 
vitation. 

“If this be so, it would seem that 
as the several swindlers, in accept- 
ance of the invitation, brought 
their victims to Reno and complied 
with the tacit terms of the invita- 
tion, they thereby entered into the 
scheme or conspiracy and joined in 
the accomplishment of its. object.” 


WOMAN GETS ADDITIONAL 
6 MONTHS IN FAKE CLAIM CASE 


Mrs. Grace Sloan Sentenced to Year 
for Fraud, to Run With 
Earlier Penalty. 

Mrs. Grace Sloan, 38 years old, 
4472A Delmar boulevard, recently 
sentenced to six months in the 
Workhouse for making false affi- 
davits in connection with fake 
claims against the Public Service 
Co., must serve an additional six 
months by virtue of sentences pro- 
nounced today when she pleaded 
guilty of obtaining money by fraud 
and deceit in accepting settlements 
of her claims.

As to the eye condition, Dr. Ernst 
said five months would be “un- 
usually soon” for the development 
of a cancerous growth from an ac- 
cidental injury, but would not say 
such a result might not occur. A 
skull fracture, he said, had healed 
properly, and had not caused pres- 
sure on the brain. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Ernst 
said a cancerous condition might 
develop in so short an interval as 
that, on the other hand, such a 
a few months after an injury; and 


years after the cause had occurred. 
Such a development, in the time 
limits of the present case, “would 
be considered rapid,” he said, and 
the time would ordinarily be too 
short for such a result, Eye spe- 
cialists called by the plaintiff had 
testified previously that the cancer 
might have resulted from the acci- 
dent, though they could not say 
that it did. 
Doctors Disagree. 

Dr. Otto S. Krebs, gynecologist, 
testified to an examination of the 
plaintiff, made by him and Dr.

“CONSIDER TAX COMPROMISE 


‘Proposal Is That Deduction be Al- 
lowed on Debt-Payment Funds 
of Family Corporations. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 11.—Con- 
gressional advocates of a special 
tax on family or closely held cor- 
porations offered a compromise 
last night. The compromise was 
proposed at a meeting of House 
Ways and Means Committee Dem- 
ocrats. 

Under recommendation of a sub- 
committee, a closely held firm 
would pay a 16 to 20 per cent 
income tax, take a deduction of 
$40,000 or 30 per cent, whichever 
was largest, from remaining income, 
then pay a 20 per cent surtax on 
the balance. 

Supporters of the compromise 
suggested that: . 

1. The deduction provision be 
enlarged so a firm could take the 
$40,000 or 30 per cent of the total 
amount earmarked to pay debts. 

2. If the Treasury makes a de- 
ficiency tax assessment, a com- 
pany be granted 60 to 90 days to 
declare dividends equal to the 
amount of the deficiency.

Kevin Butler & Brothers Contract- 
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BATH PENALTY NO 
DEMANDED FOR WRIGHT 


Trial in California for Killing 
of Wife and Man May Go 
to Jury Today. 


By .the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Feb. 11. — The 
State will not demand the death 
penalty for Paul A, Wright, who 
shot and killed his wife and John 
Kimmel, Prosecutor S. Ernest Roll 
said today before beginning his 
closing argument at Wright’s trial. 
“I will ask for a verdict war- 
ranted only by the evidence pre- 
sented the trial,” said Roll. He 
re to amplify the statement. 

Roll said he expected to argue for 
about three hours, which would 
make it possible for the case to go 
to the jury this afternoon. 

“It is our duty,” Roll said, how- 
ever, in his opening statement of 
rebuttal, “to present the facts, and, 
if those facts warrant it, to ask 
the death penalty.” 

Assistant Prosecutor J. Miller 
Leavy, in his arguments to the jury 
two days ago, contended the State 
had proved a case of murder “in 
some degree.” 

Roll asked the jury if it knew 
who Jerry Giesler, defense at- 
torney, wanted it to believe “we 
were trying here instead of 
Wright ?” | 

“I will tell you,” he shouted. 
“Evel McBride Wright, John 
Kimmel, the Glendale Police De- 
partment, Mr. Leavy and myself— 
even widow (Mrs. Kimmel) and 
Mrs. ride (Mrs. J. E. McBride 
of Detroit, mother of Mrs. Wright), 

“You didn’t hear a great deal 
from Mr. Giesler about the facts 
and the law, but you did hear a lot 
about those persons mentioned.” 

Quotes From Penal Code. 

Giesler invoked Mosaic laws and 
California stautes yesterday in an 
effort to exonerate Wright. 

The lawyer quoted from four 
books of the Old Testament and one 
of the New. From the Mosaic code, 
Giesler quoted a promise of amnes- 
ty and sanctuary for a man if he 
“killeth any person unawares.” 
Thumbing through his Bible, he 
read again, “the adulterer and 
adultress shall surely be put to 
death.” 

Giesler quoted from the Califor- 
nia penal code to show that one of 
the eight classes of persons not 
criminally responsible are those 
who commit acts “without being 
conscious thereof.” 

Wright has testified he remem- 
bers nothing from the time he saw 
his wife and Kimmel in an unusual 
embrace on a piano bench at 4 a. 
m. last Nov. 9, until he found him- 
self standing over them with his 
pistol. The shock of what he saw 
on the bench, he said, caused a 
lapse in his consciousness, so that 
he did not remember shooting. 
Before he reached his scriptural 
quotations, Giesler declared the four 
psychiatrist witnesses in the trial 
agreed, under cross-examiriation or 
otherwise, that “a man can commit 
a crime without awareness—with- 
out knowing it.” 

“An Act of God,” He Says. 

When Wright’s mind went blank 
with shock at the scene before him, 
Giesler argued, “then at that mo- 
ment he was the instrument of 
some power other than the human 
will—he was not committing an ac- 
tual crime any more than a person 
in the days of Moses who. killed 
adulterers was committing a crime. 
It was an act of God.” 
After Giesler concluded and 
court recessed, Wright remained at 
the counsel table. His face appeared 
relaxed. He opened Giesler’s Bi- 
ble at the paper place markers and 
aided reporters in finding chapter 
and verse. a

Fo he testified, was a good 


worker until about four months 
prior to the shutdown last Septem- 
ber. The local was chartered in 
April. 

“After that,“ Bragg said, he 
seemed to have lost all interest in 
his job. His work became poor 
and inspectors complained that he 
was throwing sparks in their eyes 
with disk grinders. I had to re- 
move him from the operation.” The 
plant is producing “very nice jobs 
now,” the witness said, without the 
services of Forrest and Gruswitz. 

Both men were experienced auto- 
mobile metal finishers when he em- 
ployed them in 1935, Bragg said. 
Later he declared that he now pre- 
ferred to hire inexperienced men. 
He added: “They ( enced 


men) get to thinking you can’t run 


the plant without them.” 

Accused of Badgering Witness. 

The cross-examination of Bragg 
on his testimony regarding Forrest 
and Gruswitz was interrupted by 
Daniel Bartlett, Ford attorney, who 
declared that Gerhard Van Arkel, 
NLREB attorney, was “conducting 


a shameful show in badgering this 


witness.” 

“I notice that Van Arkel quibbles 
only over the sluggers,” Bartlett 
said, “He apparently has ‘no solici- 
tude for the rank and file of union 


members listed on the complaint. 


His cross-examination in most cases 
has been brief and in some instances 
he has asked no questions.” 

Gruswitz and Forrest. are in the 
group of 39 men the company says 
will never be reinstated because of 
alleged acts of violence.

Brandt, manager of the Service

“When man is voted into the 
Hall of Fame by the baseball 
writers,” Cleland writes, “the ma- 
jor leagues provide a large bronze 
plaque and underneath a sum- 
mary of the player’s achieve- 
ments. These will be hung on 
the walls of the Museum, and 
some of the men who have been 
elected have contributed memen- 
toes and other souvenirs, which 
will be placed in order. 

“The Museum now has 13 play- 
ers voted into the Hall of Fame 
and each year there is to be an 
election for other candidates.”

Owen will not be handicapped 
the coming year as he was in 
1937. Mickey batted .336 at Col- 
umbus in 1936 and during the 
spring of 1937 he was one of the 
most talked-about players in the 
training camps.

Minor league base- 
ball is not as complicated as the 
game in the majors. There are 
signs and signs and more signs 
when you play big league base- 
ball.

When a boy reports at a big 
league camp, he is supposed to 
know a lot of what it is all about. 


And always Mickey knew that 
he had to try to live up to all the 
advance notices, among which 
his own were not at all the most 
modest. 

When the championship race 
started and the boys were play- 
ing for keeps, it quickly became 
evident that Mickey still had many 
holes in his armor. He had a 
bad habit of watching his shadow. 
It probably was the best little 


shadow he ever had seen. At any 
rate it intrigued him and fre- 
quently he admired it while he 
should have been thinking of men 
on the bases or what ought to 
be done with the batter of the 
moment. Then he had the bad 
habit of closing his eyes as the 
ball passed or reached the plate. 
One of the first things a catcher 
has to learn is to catch a base- 
ball, zithout blinking. But Mic- 
key blinked and occasionally, be- 
fore he finished with the blink, 
a base runner was getting a long 
lead in a race to steal a base. 


Mickey will be a year older this 
spring. He has a year of big 
league experience behind him. He 
will have no advance press no- 
tices to handicap him. Having 
batted .231 and earned the year’s 
award as the majors’ outstanding 
disappointment, he won't be do- 
ing any popping off. He has 
plenty of talent and unless the 
mistake of bringing him up to the 
big league far too soon took too 
much out of him, He has a fine 
chance of being an important 
member of the 1938 Cardinals. 
Certainly all the observers who 
saw him in 19386 couldn't have 


been wrong.

Testimony that Justice of the 
Peace Chris G. Young of East St. 
Louis. entered a judgment for $100 
more than was asked for in a col- 
lection suit after continuing the 
case from week to week for eight 
months was given yesterday in the 
trial of Young at Belleville on a 
charge of malfeasance in office. 
The case is being heard by Circuit 
Judge Maurice V. Joyce. The de- 
fendant waived a jury. 

Theodore Markuley, a grocer, 924 
Piggott avenue, East St. Louis, tes- 
tified that he turned an accumulat- 
ed bill of $263.10 and a $40 note 
owed him by George A. Riddle of 
Dupo over to a collection agency 
in December, 1935. Suit was en- 


Riddle testified he appeared in 
court each week from Dec. 27, 1935, 
until April 17, 1936, when he became 
ill, and that other members of his 
family then appeared for him each 
week until, June 12. The case was 
continued each time, Riddle and 
His relatives testified. His wife tes- 
tified she stopped appearing in 
June because Markuley had told 
her he wanted to drop the case, and 
asked her to so inform Young. 
Young told her, she said, that he 
would dismiss the case. 

The case was heard, however, by 
Justice Young Aug. 27, 1936, Mark- 
uley testified, and judgment was 
entered for $407.10 on Sept. 2, 
1936, but was never satisfied. 
State’s Attorney Louis P. Zedweck 
of St. Clair County said he relied 
on proof of the charge that the 
Justice ‘wilfully and corruptly” con- 
tinued the case without consent of 
Riddle and without cause by the 
docket of Toung's court, which 
showed no reason for the continu- 
ances. 

T. A. O'Connor, East St. Louis 
attorney, testified for the defense 
that he had been retained by Rid- 
die in February, 1936, and that 
most of the continuances were at 
his request for a bill of particulars, 
although some were in behalf of the 
plaintiff because Markuley had mis- 
laid the note. 

O’Connor said he was present at 
the hearing Aug. 27 and obtained 
permission to produce Riddle the 
following week. However, the at- 
torney declared, Riddle did not ap- 
pear, although he wrote Riddle di- 
recting him to do so. From then 
on, O’Connor said, he did not con- 
sider Riddle to be his client. 

On cross-examination he admit- 
ted he did not protest against the 
fact that the judgment was $100 in 
excess the amount asked for. 


have e a mistake in adding 
$100 to the amount of the judg- 
ment. {Markuley denied that he 
had told Mrs. Riddle he wanted to 
drop the case. Charles L. Cray of 
Hast St. Louis, a former Assistant 
State’s Attorney, testified he had 
been Markuley’s attorney, and con- 
tended that the additional $100 was 
due Markuley for a loan to Riddle 
and for interest. 

Testimony was completed yester- 
day. Judge Joyce will not hear 
arguments and hand down a de- 
cision until after completion of the 
trials of Cray and Lloyd C. Adams, 
charged with conspiracy to defraud 
debtors in the collection of small 
accounts, Selection of a jury to try 
them began today.

Gen. Ashburn Says Reduction 
in Flow Will Cause Choking 
of Stream Below Alton. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11—Major 
General T. Q. Ashburn told the 
House Rivers and Harbors Commit- 
tee yesterday that serious reduction 
of the water diversion from Lake 
Michigan at Chicago would jeopar- 
dize the entire Mississippi water- 


way system. 
“We would be unable to navigate 


between Alton, II., and St. Louis, 
and that would break up the whole 
Mississippi system,” said Ashburn, 
president and board chairman of 
the Inland Waterways Corporation. 


He testified on the Parsons bill 
which would authorize Chicago to 
divert 5000 second feet of water 
from Lake Michigan. He said he 
was not concerned so much about 
navigation on the Illinois River, but 
that unless an adequate flow was 
maintained on that stream, there 
would be insufficient water move- 
ment in the Mississippi over the 
j} shallows below Alton to prevent silt 
from filling the channel. 


Diversion and Grounding. 
“The discharge of water from the 
Tilinois is what makes the Missis- 
sippi navigable between Alton and 
St. Louis,” he said, adding that the 
Inland Waterways “never had trou- 
ble with grounding until they began 
to reduce the Chicago diversion.” 

“When you handicap this bottle- 
neck at Alton, you put a hardship 
on the whole country, A 10,000-fogt 
diversion would raise the level of 
the river at St. Louis 18 inches and 
also raise the water level at Alton.” 

Representative Culkin (Rep.), 
New York, brought out that the 
Parsons bill would permit as much 
as 10,000 second feet diversion at 
sqme periods when water levels 
were low, as long as the annual av- 
erage withdrawal did not exceed 
5000 second feet. 

Ashburn said lake cities would 
not be injured by the diversion and 
that he had not heard of it injur- 
— any shipping, ports, or naviga- 

on. 


Serious Damage, Says Culkin. 

“Well Tul tell you it has hurt them 
and hurt them a lot,” Culkin inter- 
rupted. “When a low cycle of wa- 
ter comes, every riparian owner is 
affected. In the lowering of the 
water table of the Great Lakes 
there is serious damage to agricul- 
ture.” 

Ashburn testifed that unless ade- 

quate water diversion were allowed 
at Chicago, pools of the Illinois 
system would silt up. He. stressed 
the need of adequate diversion in 
summer months, 
George Earl, consulting engineer 
of the New Orleans sewerage and 
water board, told the committee 
regulating works should be in- 
stalled in the Great Lakes canals. 

“By regulating the flow from 
lake to lake and also at the On- 
tario outlet, any reasonable level 
could be maintained,” he said. 
“Lake level regulation will save 
three feet in water depth and re- 
ducing the Chicago diversion will 
save only about three inches.” 

Earl contended that regulating 
works would permit. diversion of 
10,000 second feet at Chicago and 
at the same time increase the dis- 
charge of water at Niagara and the 
St. Lawrence River by 40,000 sec- 
ond feet a month.

Britain, France, 
Spain, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Norway and Denmark entered the

“It is becoming obvious,” he said 
in one of the later sermons of his 
period of liberty, “that in the strug- 
gle in which we are involved, every- 
thing is at stake, and God and 
Satan are wrestling for the mas- 


tery. 
Threats Order of Day. 

“The tempter knows how to make 
it seem very attractive. We are 
told that the Lord Jesus Christ 
will, of course, be givén His rights 
beside the golden calf, and that 
Christian brotherly love will, of 
course, continue to be recognized 
along with the fellowship of the 
nation which is bound together by 
blood. 

“And Satan comes with threats 
to the church which refuses to 
listen to his tempting voice. Threats 
are now the order of the day; they 
are aimed at the whole of God’s 
people, and are intended to bring 
it to idolatry. They are aimed at 
the tens, the hundreds of thou- 
sands, to make them desert God's 
commands, Everything is at stake 
—Heaven and Hell, and the end of 
the world which must choose be- 
tween God and Satan.” > 

“This is testing time,” he said in 
an earlier discourse. “God is giv- 
ing Satan liberty to shake us up, 
so that it may be seen what man- 
ner of men we are.” 

Many of the exhortations con- 
tained in the Niemoeller sermons 
are in general terms, which might 
apply either to the church-state 
conflict or to the usual vicissitudes 
of religious life. But there are also 
numerous identifiable passages, 
bearing solely on the struggle with 
the Nazi authorities. 

Oppression of Faithful. 

“The Persecuted Protestants in 
Wuerttemberg” were the chief sub- 
ject of a sermon preached in Octo- 
ber, 1934. 

“The lawful Bishop of the prov- 
ince,” Pastor Niemoeller told his 
Dahlem congregation, “has been 
deprived, with the aid of secular 
authority, of their personal liberty, 
and have been forbidden to act in 
an official capacity. The oppres- 
sion which lies over the community 
of the faithful continues in undi- 
minished force.

At Reformation Festival. 

On the occasion of the annual 
Reformation Festival, in honor of 
Luther, Pastor Niemoeller said: 

“The church of the German Re- 
formation is again faced with the 
question of its existence. No 
amount of bragging about the 
union of the many established 
churches which has been achieved, 
and no reference to the principle of 
episcopal leadership which has 
been put into operation, can dis- 
pose of this question and the prob- 
lem which it sets.

changes, the alleged flight abroad 
of the former Crown Prince, street 
fights in Berlin and civsing of 
Germany’s frontiers. 

He offered free air or rail trans- 
portation to anyone who cared to 
go to Allenstein, in East Prussia, 
to see for himself that reported 
friction there between the army and 
the Schutz Staffel, Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler’s elite guard, did not exist. 

Hitler to Return Tuesday. 

Hitler, he said, would return to 
Berlin Tuesday from his Berchtes- 
gaden retreat. A press communique 
later described the Fuehrer’s health 
as “excellent.” 

Talk of Hitler having lost his 
voice, Berndt -declared, was non- 
sense. 

“Wait till you hear his voice your- 
selves at the Reichstag session Feb.

The efforts of the ad- 
ministration to achieve splendid aims in the field of 
social justice must bog down into futility unless a 
great portion of those now out of work and seeking 
work are restored to jobs in private industry. 

That is a fact which by this time should stand out 
in the minds of those about the President—even the 
minds of those most preoccupied with long-range re- 
forms—as axiomatic. It is the fact that ought to 
condition the whole range of administration policies. 

Before the country can be brought into the prom- 
ised land of the more abundant life, before there can 
be any real prosperity or any measurable semblance 
of it, the problem of getting men back to work in 
private industry must be—we shall ngt say solved, 
for the problem will remain in some form for a long 
time to come—but started on the way to a solution 
that will at least remove the threat of national bank- 
ruptcy.

helium have just been taken with the issuance of 
dicenses by the State Department for export of the 
gas. Small quantities go to England and Canada for 
medical use and 2,600,000 cubic feet will be shipped 
to Germany to inflate the new dirigible LZ-130, 
which is scheduled to begin ocean service in June.

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THE ALTON LAKE LABOR DISPUTE. 

An unusual labor dispute—directed against the 
United States Government—is occurring in connec- 
tion with the work of clearing the site.to be occupied 
by the lake which will be formed above the newly 
completed Alton dam. 

This work, abandoned by a private contractor last 
fall after his men had been intimidated by members 
of the Hod Carriers’, Building Construction and Com- 
mon Laborers’ Union of St. Charles, is being conduct- 
ed by the Government, through the Army Engineers 
Corps. 

Union men first broke up the registration of. ap- 
plicants for work, beating several men severely, and 
later formed picket lines, which caused suspension of 
work on two oecasions. The picketers have loosed 
barrages of rocks at cars and trucks bearing work- 
men, and two union men were badly hurt when hit 
by a truck which was passing through the picket line. 
The basis of the dispute is the wage scale for 
common labor employed on the project. The union

CANADIAN: LEGION OPPOSES A BONUS. 

In interesting contrast with the insistent demands 
upon the Treas by, war veterans’ organizations in 
this country, the Canadian Legion, in convention at 
Fort William, Ontario, has adopted a resolution op- 
posing anything in the nature of a veterans’ bonus. 
The action was taken following reports that “mis- 
sionaries” were at work obtaining signatures to sup- 
port a bonus demand upon the.Canadian Parliament. 

The resolution declares that the Government's re- 
sponsibility lies in caring for the disabled, their de- 
pendents and the dependents of the fallen, and for 
those who, having seen service in a theater of actual 
war, are now unable, owing to factors arising out 
of their service and of economic distress, to obtain 
employment. 

Although the United States Government has as- 
sumed a responsibility for war veterans far beyond 
care of those whose ills rise from actual service, al- 
though it has paid a general bonus years before it 
was due, Congress is now being asked to pension 
widows and orphans of veterans whose passing bears 
no relation to service cauges. This action is the 
prelude to a demand for general service pensions for 
all who wore the uniform. .

The recent visit of the Salzburg Opera Guild, which 
gave a performance of Mozart’s “Cosi Fan Tutte” in 
the Municipal Auditorium, was evidently a delight- 
ful entertainment for the generality of concert-goers 
as well as for the specialist. It also had its economic 
significance, There were six principals in the cast, 
eight singers in the chorus, 30 players in the orches- 
tra and the decor consisted mainly of screens used in 
various positions on an otherwise unchanging stage. 
This was not a process of making small, for reasons 
of economy, something that should have been large. 
The scale of the production was wholly correct for 
the music and the text. 

Since the question of money 2 so largely into 
the production of opera in St. Louis—and in most 
American cities, for that. matter—why wouldn’t a 
season of opera that could be produced properly with 
moderate resources be worth undertaking?

Mercury: King-pin of War 


Conflict in Spain threatens to give Fascist Powers control of world's supply of quick- 
silver, says writer; volatile metal is indispensable in manufacture of detonating 
caps for high explosives, paint for battleships and pharmacal and sanitary supplies; 
America has some mines, but the ore is low-grade and we are a large importer.

N that part of the world where Don 

Quixote once jousted toward immortality 

and where loyalists and Fascists now 
write a bloody story, the world’s richest de- 
posits of cinnabar lie buried: And cinnabar 
bears mercury, king-pin of war. 

Mercury fulminate, an organic compound 
of mercury, is the only successful detonat- 
ing agent known for high explosives. With- 
out it, not a gun could fire. Further, this 
silvery, fluid metal, aptly termed quicksilver, 
threads the gamut of man’s practical needs 
more divergently than any other. 


In a kaleidoscopic, war-minded world, 


these facts attain significance when it is 
recalled that cinnabar, occurring in widely 
scattered regions, is richly deposited with 
mercury in but a few mining areas. 

First and greatest of them all is Almaden, 
in Spain, a mine which has contributed 
largely to the world’s supply of mercury for 
more than 2000 years. Idria, in Southern 
Austria, now owned by the Italian Govern- 
ment, is second. These two mines yield 90 
per cent of all European quicksilver, which 
amounts to more than 80 per cent of that of 
the world. 

One of the reasons why Italy continues to 
keep her finger in the Spanish pie may well 
be mercury. Already in control of Idria, 
were she to dominate a Fascist vanguard, 
she would have a virtual monopoly. 

Besides forming the detonating caps of all 
high explosives, merctry, as yellow mercuric 
oxide, is used in tremendous quantities by 
every well-kept navy in the anti-fouling 
paints which maintain swift, smooth-running 
keels. And no war could run efficiently for 
very long without sanitation which involves 
tons of bichloride of mercury. 

While mercury’s most vital contribution 
aside from war is in the field of pharma- 
ceutics, many of its daily uses are more 
apparent. The mirror which reflects your 
image so faithfully has been painted with 

a background of mercury compound. Mer- 
cart italia’ tag teed tata 
the split rabbit hairs that were eventually 
blown into your favorite felt hat. 

Your dentist may have packed an amal- 
gam of mercury into some of your molars. 
He-is a large user of it. Your golf greens 
have been treated with a mercury salt to 
prevent brown-patch. The seeds which 
grew into the vegetables you ate for dinner 
probably were sterilized with one or another

dosage, it remains today’s most widely used 
liver and gall-bladder stimulant, As ammo- 
niated mercuric chloride, it combats fungus 
infections. Your prescription for athlete’s 
foot will include phenyl mercuric nitrate. 

In blue ointment, it is used to check ver- 
min, and as yell oxide, or neo-salvarsan, 
a soluble salt of mercury; it is used in the 
treatment of syphilis. A little mercuro- 
chrome on that scrateh? Twenty-three per 
cent mercury. No less than 40 different 
compounds of mercury adorn your pharma- 
cist’s shelves. 

In general, our peace-time consumption of 
mercury splits. into approximately 60 per 
cent for chemical and pharmacological 
uses, 25 per cent for various types of explo- 
sives, fireworks and munitions, and 15 per 
cent for dental and industrial uses. But the 
war-time split is another thing. 

Even more significant to the United States 
than to the world at large are the mercury 
maneuvers of Italy and the loyalists; We 
enter the picture, first of all, as the third 
cinnabar producer of the world, with de- 
posits scattered principally along the Pacific 
slope, almost always low-grade and with 
but one or two exceptions small. 


That we do not produce enough mercury 
to meet our increasing industrial demands 
is evidenced by imports figuring at 7815 
flasks for 1935 and increasing to 18,088 
flasks in 1936. A flask, it may be noted, has 
been standardized at 76 pounds. It is a small 
iron container about as big around as a 
quart milk bottle and about twice as tall. 

During the first half of 1937, that figure 
jumped to 15,000 flasks and still increases, 
but this does not reflect a doubling and 
trebling demand. 

With the building up of munitions, prices 
on mercury have jumped. Now it follows 
that Spanish loyalists and the Fascists alike 
might just as well convert reseryes of mer- 


cury into cash at favorable figures. And 


this is what they have been doing since Jan- 
uary of this year, when the quick-silver car- 
tel, amounting to an agreement between the 
two, was waste-basketed. Because mercury

There have been no street fights 
or other disorders in Berlin. 

The shakeup last Friday in which 
Chancellor Hitler assumed supreme 
command of the army and strength- 
ened his hand in foreign affairs is 
drawing further changes in its 
wake, 

Border traffic apparently was 
normal. 

At Mittenwald, important point 
on the Austrian- German frontier, 
investigation showed no interrup- 
tion in traffic across the border. 
Cologne sources reported the situa- 
tion was quiet. 

Belgian officials at Brussels de- 
nied that the Belgian-German fron- 
tier was being closed at the request 
of Germany. Advices from Basel, 
Switzerland, and Strasbourg, 
France, said both -the Swiss and 
French frontiers were open nor- 
mally. The Austrian official press 
bureau telephoned all German bor- 
der stations and reported every- 
thing normal. 

Some Unrest Admitted. 

Nazi circles made no secret of 
the fact that garrisons at Stolp 


and Allenstein in Prussia, for en 


ample, are “filled with reaction- 
aries.” One Nazi spokesman said 
it was self-evident that changes 
must follow. He added, however, 
that “you do not know the spirit 
of the army if you think they will 
do anything overt.” 

Close reading of the provincial 
press disclosed men of the rank of 
colonel were being changed, Pro- 
vincial papers have published words 
of welcome to the new commander 
in the locality, indicating there 
had been replacements.

Epidemiologist: Reviews Last 
Year’s Outbreaks of Com- 
municable Diseases. 


Epidemics and severe outbreaks 


cephalitis,” as it has been named 
by medical research men. It was 
like that noted here in 1933 but 
involved fewer persons, he said. 
Starting last fall, 437 cases and 107 
deaths were reported. After non- 
resident cases and deaths were 
subtracted, however, there were 340 
cases and 81 deaths among St. 
Louisans. In the first epidemic, on 
the other hand, there were 477 
cases and 130 deaths among St. 
Louis residents. 

About 88 per cent of those who 
died of sleeping sickness last year 
were persons 50 years old or over. 
As yet no means of preventing the 
disease has been found, Dr. Smith 
said. 


Infantile Paralysis Increases. 

More cases of infantile paralysis 
were reported here last year than 
in any previous year. There were 
47 cases and six deaths, but 15 of 
the cases and four of the deaths 
were non-residents brought to St. 
Louis hospitals. Chicago and Kan- 
sas City had infantile paralysis epi- 


| demics at the same time. 


Measles appeared in epidemic 
form last year, the first time since 
1934. The outbreak was anticipat- 
ed because all large cities have 
measles epidemics every two or 
three years. There were 5350 cases 
reported and 18 deaths last year. 
Twelve of the 14 St. Louisans who 
died of measles were children un- 
der 5. Deaths from that cause are 
preventable by avoiding exposure 
of children under 6 and by the 
use of serum, Dr. Smith declared. 

Incidence of scarlet fever during 
the year was unusually high, 3024 
cases being reported, the largest 
number since 1931. There were 17 
deaths. 

The 53 cases of smallpox last year 
was the largest number in six 
years. There was only one case in 
1936 and none the year before. None 
of the 39 St, Louisan residents who 
had the disease last year had been 
vaccinated. “Smallpox has become 
a disease of ignorance—ignorance 
of the simple fact that successful 
vaccination will prevent it,” Dr. 
Smith asserted. 

Prevalent. 


Whooping cough was more preva- 
lent last year than in any year 
since 1934. There were 1923 cases 
and 34 deaths. Twenty-seven of 
those who died were St. Louis resi- 
dents, all under the age of 5. 

In spite of the campaign con- 

ducted by the Health Department, 
diphtheria cases and deaths’ in- 
creased. There were 440 cases and 
27 deaths, an excess of 61 cases and 
10 deaths over the 1936 record. 
“These figures show very definitely 
that we have not immunized or 
protected enough of our child popu- 
lation as yet to eradicate diph- 
theria from St. Louis,” he pointed 
out. 
In summarizing his report, he 
said: “Diphtheria, smallpox, ty- 
phoid fever and tetanus should 
offer no particular health problem 
because they can be prevented, At 
the present time the control and 
prevention of scarlet fever, measles, 
epidemic encephalitis, whooping 
cough, meningitis and others must 
depend mainly on methods of quar- 
antine and isolation until more ef- 
fective methods are discovered.”

Men Saw Way Out of State 
Prison—Steal Two Autos 
in Getaway. 


By the Associated Press. 

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., Feb. m. 
—State police today captured the 
third of five convicts who escaped 


last night from the Indiana State 
prison here. He ig George Chris- 
tian, caught near Valparaiso, Ind., 
as he fled across a field. 

The five prisoners escaped by 
sawing through the bars of their 
cells and then lowering themselves 
35 feet from the top of the Admin- 
istration Building with a rope made 
from mattress covers. 


The convicts, all with previous 


criminal records, stole two automo- 
biles and left Michigan City. One 
of the cars was found abandoned 
near Wheatfield, 25 miles north 
west of here. 

The men were Christian, August 
Cummins, Theodore Hulburt, Frank 
Paviench and Angelo Gengo, all 
serving sentences for robbery. Cum- 
mins and Paviench were recaptured 
by State police last night near 
Wheatfield.. 

Although the escape did not take 
place until almost 8 o’clock, Warden 
Louis Kunkel said the men appar- 
ently had sawed through the bars 
of their cells before the 5:30 p. m. 
inspection. 

The bars had been fixed back 
in place with adhesive tape and 
each man had arranged a dummy 
in his cell, After leaving their cells, 
the men sawed their way through 
th. roof of the cell block and from 
there climbed to the Administration 
Building roof. 

Standing within 25 feet of a tower 
guard the men lowered themselves 
to the ground. They ran through a 
park and in the adjacent street, 
stole the automobile in which they 
made their getaway. 

It was the first prison break 
here since September, 19383, when 
10 long term convicts escaped to 
form the notorious John Dillinger 
gang. All of those now either are 
back in prison or are dead.

RINCE FREDDY” is now 
King Farouk of Egypt, he 
has already shown himself 
an astute politician by upsetting 
an apparently firmly entrenched 
leader of a majority party, and a, 
few weeks ago took the full re- 
sponsibility of manhood by mar- 
riage, but to the people about the 
London suburb of Kingston Hill he 
will undoubtedly long remain “the 
best brought up boy in the world.” 
For “Prince Freddy” as the Kings- 
ton Hill tradespeople dubbed him, 
is a democratic chap, and as 
Crown Prince of Egypt studying 
in England displayed that ability 
to make and hold friends which 
has made him so popular with his 
subjects, 

So popular that when, a few 


gust, 1937, a hostile premier and 
cabinet, long in power, felt so con- 
fident of their popular strength 
they tried to force the King into the 
position of a mere puppet, he dis- 
missed the cabinet, and the people 
backed him up. The opposition had 
fully expected a revolution at his 
action, but the boy king’s person- 
ality was stronger than political 
feeling. He established himself 
as undoubted ruler of his country. 


There are many factors that con- 
tribute to the esteem in which Fa- 
rouk is held, besides his person- 
ality. He is the youngest ruling 
monarch in the world, for, by West- 
ern calendar, he is 18 years old to- 
day. While Crown Prince, he oc- 
cupied a place not dissimilar to 
that of the former Prince of Wales, 
although he kept far more in se- 
clusion. Egypt has just become 
an independent nation, Egyptians 
are hoping for a renewal of their 
country’s ancient importance—and 
their rulers were young men in the 
days of Egypt’s ancient prime. 
Even a physical resemblance be- 
tween Farouk and some of the 
young ancient rulers is seen by 
many of them.

AROUR’S father, King Fuad I, 
who was the first in modern 
times to be designated King, 
was of Turkish blood and inclined 
to follow the more oriental concept 
of a monarch, keeping himseif 


his father’s death, one of his first 
acts was to make a tour of the coun- 
try from one end of the Nile to the 
other to get acquainted with the 
natives; stopping at villages along 
the shore, greeting the thousands 
who traveled miles to see him, and 
inquiring about their welfare. His 
people were impressed, just as they 
are by his attendance each Friday

ent Mosque that he may mingle 
more with them. Police have been 
chided by him for being too rough 
in holding back the crowds, and on 
one occasion he ordered his cham- 
berlain to distribute $250 among 
the beggars at a Mosque door. 
Perhaps Farouk foresaw the fu- 
ture and is merely being a good 
politician, but his early history 
bears out the belief that he is sin- 
cere. 


He was born Feb. 11, 1920, al- 
though by the Moslem calendar he 
became 18 years old, the legal age 
to take over rule, last August. He 
grew up in seclusion in the royal 
palace; according to one account, 
until he was sent to England in 
October, 1935, he had not spent an 
hour alone with another boy. His 
chief playmates were his four sis- 
ters, and his devotion to them coun- 
terbalanced any loneliness he may 
have suffered, and has continued to 
now. While in England he constant- 
ly sent gifts to them and to his 
mother, Queen Nazli,

Farouk’s sis- 
ters are Fawzia, Faiza, Faika and 
Fathiya. His own name means 
“One who carefully distinguishes be- 
tween right and wrong.” 


When he was 4 years old, Mrs. 
Ina Naylor, an Englishwoman, was 
made his nurse-governess, and re- 
mained in that position until he 
was 15. She has described him as 
high spirited, courteous and kindly, 
and tells several anecdotes to illus- 
trate his consideration for others. 


When he was 9 years old, he 
had his portrait painted, and Mrs. 
Naylor watched during the sittings. 
When the portrait was completed, 
the artist asked Farouk for an au- 
tograph. The young Crown Prince 
agreed, on condition that Mrs. Nay- 
lor’s autograph also be requested. 
He was told that the autograph 
book contained only the names of 
royalty, but still he persisted that 
she belonged there, and signed only 
when he won his point. 

Until he succeeded his father to 
the throne and became a Field Mar- 
shal, the nearest approach to a mil- 
itary title held by Farolk was

Chief Boy Scout of Egypt. At the 
time he was invested with that title 
he was shown the plans for the 
ceremony, and immediately protest- 
ed that he could not stand facing 
the 900 participating boys, because 
it would mean turning hig back on 
his father. So Farouk stood at the 
head of the scouts while all faced 
the King. 

He and his father were close 
friends. Fuad was exceedingly fond 
of the boy, even to the extent of 
enjoying his practical jokes. Farouk 
likes practical jokes, and one time, 
on acquiring a camera that instead 


of taking pictures, shot out a long 


green snake, tried it first on his fa- 
ther. Consternation spread among 
the onlookers, but Fuad merely 
laughed heartily. 

A palace gardener was dis- 
missed, when Farouk was 9 years 
old, on the grounds he was too old 
to work. Farouk immediately took 
up the matter with King Fuad, and 
argued that if the gardener was 
too old to work, all the more rea- 
son for keeping him, that the man 
would die if dismissed. The Prince 
won his point, and the man was 
kept on until his death, without 
being required to do anything. 

He took a keen interest in peo- 
ple from his boyhood on, and was 
easily touched by misfortune. His 
pocket money was five pounds a 
month, but he regularly gave away 
all but one pound. Two pounds 
went to a poor family in Cairo, 
and two pounds to poor schoolboys 
to pay for books and equipment. 

Because of his close association 
with members of his family and 
his early seclusion, his departure 
for England was rather hard on 
the boy. He was sent there y 
as & political move, for England is 
anxious to continue the dominating 
influence in Egypt, and was al- 
ways a bit bothered because King 
Fuad had been educated mostly in 
Italy, and might have been affected 
by that in case of trouble in the 
Mediterranean. The plan apparent- 
ly succeeded, for Farouk is more 
pro-British and more liberal than 


his father—although also more

thoroughly Egyptian — and likes 
English “clothes. He speaks En- 
glish without a trace of accent. He 
has an English licensed pharmacist 
as his official taster“; no orien- 
tal ruler would dare eat unless his 
food were proven free of poison, 
regardless of his popularity. 

The Egyptian Parliament allowed 
him $80,000 for the upkeep of him- 
self and his suite while in England, 
and while there he lived in a rather 
bleak stone villa in the London 
suburb, with the place surrounded 
by Egyptian guards. Such precau- 
tions were really unnecessary, and 
Farouk kept secluded only to the 
extent required by his arduous stu- 
dies, otherwise moving freely about 
the neighborhood. It was then that 
the English became so impressed 
by his democratic ways that they 
began to call him “Prince Freddy,” 
and to look upon him as one of 
them. His appearance helped, for 
he is a good six feet in height, has 
a very fair complexion, and blue 
eyes, derived perhaps, from his 
mother’s great-great-grandfather, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Seve, a French- 
man of Napoleon's army. 

He studied English, French, 
Arabic, history, geography, and 
other subjects, as well as fencing, 
boxing, and tennis, under tutors. 
Then he attended the Royal Mili- 
tary Academy at Woolwich, until 
summoned to Egypt by his father’s 
death, 


CCORDING to most accounts, 
Ar had linown the present 
Queen Farida since child- 
hood, when she was a play- 
mate of his sisters, but Mrs. 
Naylor says he met her first when 
he set out for England. She was 
then Safi Naz Zulficar, daughter of 
Youssef Pasha Zulficar, vice-presi- 
dent of the Mixed Court of Appeal 
of Alexandria, Courtship began al- 
most immediately, and last winter 
Miss Zulficar with her mother ac- 
companied the young King, his 
mother and sisters, on a trip to 
Europe for winter sports. At the 
King’s instigation, her name was 
changed from the Persian Safi 
Naz, meaning “pure flower,” to the 
Arabic Farida, which means 
“unique,” in keeping with Fuad’s 
attachment to the letter “F.” 
Farouk stepped into something 
of a political hornets’ nest almost 
immediately on taking over the 
throne. Premier Nahas Pasha had 


with the Egyptian masses, but it 
was soon evident that Farouk’s 
democratic attitude and attractive 
personality was having an effect. 
Last September 100,000 Egyptian 
workmen gave a demonstration of 
loyalty before the palace, although 
unfortunately it turned into trag- 
edy. A panic started.in the ranks, 
and 22 were trampled to death, 
scores more injured, But Farouk 
gained further favor by visiting the 
injured, paying indemnities to the 
families of the victims, and provid- 
ing a state funeral, 
The Nahas Cabinet started to 
cross the King in various ways, 
even to accusing him of overstep- 
ping his roval prerogatives, espe- 
cially when Farouk insisted that 
the Blue Shirts, a Nationalist Par- 
ty organization, be disbanded. 
Egypt, he said, is a democratic 
country, and such groups did not 
belong there. Further clashes oc- 
curred, with the King using great 
patience and tact, on the advice 
of Ali Maher Pasha, a liberal coun- 
selor. Finally Farouk, sure of him- 
salf, dismissed Nahas Pasha, in the 
face of Nahas’ conviction it would 
mean an uprising; on the following 
day Friday, Farouk went to the 
Mosque accompanied by his new 
Premier, and his subjects lined the 
way, cheering and acclaiming his 
action. The country was behind its 
personable and capable boy king. 
Heavy tasks still rest on the 
shoulders of the King, who hopes 
to improve the condition of the 
masses by education, and to im- 
prove the standard of living, and 
there are other important economic 
problems to be solved. Farouk is 
a hard worker and devotes much 
time to state affairs. Yet he does 
find an opportunity for his numer- 
ous diversions.
